Japanese 4 
monopoly of mineral developments of 
Manchuria ,and would also make the 
Japanese the virtual dictators of 
Chinese railway extension in Man- 
churia, are regarded by the State De- 
partment, it is said, as destructive of 
the principle of “the open door” enun- 
clated by Secretary Hay. 

This’ policy was enunciated by the 
late Secretary and was subscribed to 
by Jepen in a formal agreement with 
Mr. Root when he wes Secretary of 
State. 

The Chicago publication was regard- 
ed as particularly unfortunate at this

Nelson Cromwell, Douglas Robinson and 
others, in having published articles a!- 
leging that there was @ ‘graft’ of 
millions of dollars in the sale to this 
country of the Panama Canal zone. 

Stuart McNamara, special attorne)s 
for the Department of Justice, is con- 
ducting the case for the Gqvernment. 
In an argument before Judge Anderson 
in the United States Circuit Court he 
declared Mr. Cromwell assured the Mor- 
gan Investigating . Committee of the 
United States Senate that he had no 
interest n the matter Save as attorney, 
that he had then received §200,000 for his 
services and that he was in no h 
to submit his bill for further at 
ney’s fees. 

Mr. Cromwell added that J. Pierpont 
Morgan told him his banking ‘house had 
received only $35,000 for its services in 


the collection of the $40,000,000 paid by |- 


the United States to the French com- 
panies through the Bank of France at 
Paris. 

Calls Mr. Cromwell Frank. 

Mr. McNamara sought to ° impress 
upon the Court that Mr. Cromwell had 
been frank in his description of his 
activity and that he had denied in de- 
tail that he had received a cent from 
the Government of Panama, that he 
owned securities in tne Panama Cana! 
Co., or that he had received or expected 
to receive anv commission as fiscal 
agent or any compensation other thai 
ttorney should have for his serv- 
ices, 

Mr. McNamara § proceeded to read 
from the committee’s 
Cromwell's refusal to make public the 
dates of an effurt to ‘‘Americanize’’ the 
Panama Canal by forming a company 
to buy it from the French owners. 

His reason for this fefusal was that 
the project failed and that he must de- 
cline, under an attorney's privilege, io 
discuss publicly this business of un- 
named clients of his law office. Mr. 
Cromweéli maintained that this matter 
had no connection whatever with’ the 
final transfer of the property. 

All the testimony alluded to by Mr. 
McNamara was taken by the Senate 
committee in February, 1906. 

Favored Panama Route. 

The report of the Isthmian. Canal

Merchant Thinks City Should 
Manufacture White Goods 
Right at Home. 











Sigmund Baer, one of the $10,000 sub- 
scribers to the $600.000 factory fund, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that 
.teps ought to be taken at once to estab- 
-ish cotton mills in St. Louis. It is prob- 
able the movement siarted at the Coli- 
seum Saturday. night will take the form 
uf a commission to induce factories to 
ouild plants here. 

“We have cotton right at our doors,”’ 
said Mr. Baer, “but no cotton mills. The 
cotton grown near here is shipped East, 
woven into cloth and shipped again to 
us. 

“As we have no cotton mills here, the 
establishment of a factory of that kind 
would not interfere with any industry 
we have. I would be in favor of bring- 
mg here a great factory that would em- 
ploy thousands of hands. 

“If we cannot ratse half a million dol- 
lars direct for factories, I am sure we 
could easily get the people of St. Louis 
te subscribe for $500,000 worth of stock 
in a cotton mill. We could let outsiders 
fput up, say, another half million dol- 
lars, and start the enterprise with $1,- 
000,000 capital. 

“With the united interests of St. 
Louts back of an enterprise of that kind 
it would have to succeed, Besides, it 
is something we need. 

“Great quantities of cotton are grown 
in Southern Missouri every year, but 
have to be shipped outside of the State 
to be manufactured into cotton. Much 
of this raw cotton passes right througa 
St. Louis, and finally comes back here 
after it bas been made into cloth. We 
ought to be able to m&ke the cloth rignt 
here. 

“It will require a little time to work 
out the best way of utilizing a fund of 
$500,000 for the encouragement of manu- 
facturing in St. Louis. The idea was 
sprung suddenly at the Coliseum Satur- 
day night. I hope we succeed in rais- 
ing’ the fund, and that it will do great 
good for St. Louis.” 
Mr. Baer is secretary of the Grand- 
Leader, which buys great quantities of 
cotton goods at Eastern mi'ls. 
uch of the money that row has to go 
for cotton goods wouid stay in Sst 
Louis if such a mill as he suggested is 
‘stablished here. 
A. D. Brown, president of the Ham. 
iitoh-Brown Shoe Co., who suggested 
‘he factory fund at the “Get Together’ 
banquet, was not accessible Monday. 
He was making a tour of his factories, 
and sent word to a reportér that he did 
rot have time to discuss his plan. 
Mr. Brown's suggestion was that 
men of St. Louis each contribute $10,000 
0 a fund to encourage factories in Sst.

Judge Gaynor gave out a statement 
yesterday that he had mei Mr. Hearst 
at his office last summer by appoint- 
ment and Mr. Hearst had urged him to 
run for Mayor, pledging his support. 
When -askéed by Judge Gaynor why he 
himself did not run, he declared he 
would not under anv circumstances op- 
pose Judge Gaynor and promised to sup- 
pert the Judge, no matter on what 
ticket he might run. 

Shows LUditor’s Letter. 

In support of this statement Judge 
‘laynor gave out a letter from Rudolph 
Block, an editorial writer on the Amer- 
ican, through wnom the ‘neeting wa: 
arrangea at which Hearst voluntarily 
pledged his suppert to Judge Gaynor. 

Hearst didn’t lose a minute in his re- 
sponse. When his attention was called 
to the Gaynor statement he said: 

“Tf Judge Gayror has s‘ated that I 
promised to support h‘’m under any and 
all circumstances, and upon any and 
all tickets, he states what is positively 
wntrue. Iwill try to assume that he is 
honestly niistaken; but it is difficult for 
me to’ dé £0, as the proposition is so 
unreasonable and impossible that it 
pears its refutation on its face’’ 

Mr. Hearst also made a very sarcas- 
tic reference to Mr. Block, referring to 
him as “the editor of my. Sunday sup- 
plement and sponsor for Happy Hooli- 
gan, the Katzenjammer Kids and 
Judge Gaynor.”

LIBERTY, N. Y., Oct. 1L—The funeral 
of Mrs. Cyrus R. Benton, whose mutilat- 
ed body was found last Wednesday in 
her home, was held Sunday and the en- 
fire town was in mourning.

Simultaneous with the funeral the 
Coroner and Constable were carefully 
examining a red-stained coat belonging 
to Benton, found in his livery stable 
after he was arrested. He asserts he 
is innocent. 

“I was in my livery stable from 10:30 
6. m. until noon Wednesday, when the 
deed was committed,’’ he said. 

Four witnesses have _ testified that 
they saw him away from his stable 
during these hours, and several others 
are to be called. The most interesting 
figure in the case, aside from Benton, is 
Mrs. Frederick Thuman, wife of a gro- 
cery clerk, with whom Benton is ac- 
cused of being infatuated. 

Their children, Charlotte, an art stu- 
dent 18 years old, and Horace, 13,‘say 
their parents quarreled on numerous oc- 
casions over Mrs. Thuman. Mrs. Ben- 
ton objected because her husband paid 
attentions to the younger woman. They 
had not lived happily.

You will never 
be able to walk again except with 
crutches or cane,” was the statement 
made by the Post Graduate physicians 
after they had examined Dr. Bergman. 
Dr. Bergman was transferred to the 
Montefiore home. He spent all of yes- 
terday writing letters and last night 
was assisted to his bed, being unable 
to walk. His nurse saw him after »b 
o'clock this morning, and then he ap- 
reared to be asleep. The nurse came 
into the dentist’s room an hour later 
end found him dead.

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MAKE A GOOD AVIATION FIELD. 

It will be useless for St. Louis to try for the 
International aviation contest unless it can pro- 
vide a suitable field, as large and free from ob- 
structions as the great parade grounds of Europe. 
Everyone who witnessed the Curtiss flights at 
the Aero Club ground at the foot of Art Hill 
came to the conclusion that the course was too 
small and in every way unadapted for aeroplane 
flights. 

This tract of ground, however, is the focus 
of the largest and finest natural ‘amphitheater 
anywhere near the city, and if it can be trans- 
formed into a vast level field by the skill of the 
civil engineer, it would make a splendid avia- 
tion ground. 

The removal of trees is easy. If any turf is 
permitted, it should be leveled and kept as smooth 
as a putting green. All ditches should be filled 
and the Des Peres either .boarded or cemented 
over. 

The covering of this filthy stream, at any rate 
in the park limits, should be one of the first 
improvements made by the park authorities, ir- 
respective of other considerations than that of 
decency. 

It has been proved that the people of the West 
are tremendously interested in aeronautics, espe- 
cially in real aviation.
